Deputy Larry’ Sorenson, 30. of 
Novato, escaped with only a 
“crease wound'’ on his head, 
according to Capt. Harvey 
Teague, chief of the sheriff’s 
patrol division. .Sorenson was to 
be released from Marin Gener­ 
al Hospital today. 
Teague said no neighborhood 
witnesses to the shooting had 
been located, despite night-long 
investigation of the ambush. 
The ambusher fired, his shot­ 
gun “more than once — proba­ 
bly three times” from behind a 
parked car at the intersection 
of Donahue Street and Drake 
Avenue, Teague said. The gun­ 
man then e s c a p e d into the 
darkness, he added. 
Teague said the officers did 
not return the fire and headed 
back to the Marin City sheriff’s 
substation. 
The patrol car was on routine 
patrol, headed, northwest on. 
Drake. The s h o t g u n blasts 
“blew out the right rear win­ 
dow’” but a wire screen divider 
between the patrol xar’s front 
and rear seats “absorbed most 
of the blast.” Teague reported.

Reagan Calls Demo 
Talk Stand 'Silly 


First Major Tank 
40 Airmen 
— HIGHDISTR!CT 
Detained In 
Clash Under Way Drug Raid 
SAIGON (UPI)—South Viet­ 
namese and North Vietnamese 
armored units fought atop Hill 
31 in Laos Saturday night (Sai­ 
gon t i m e ) in. the first major 
tank battle of the Incochina 
War. Heavy Communist an­ 
tiaircraft fire protecting the Ho 
Chi Minh Trail held U.S. heli­ 
copters at bay. 
Although South Vietnamese 
military headquarters in Saigon 
reported that its troops had 
recaptured Hill 31, the com­ 
mander of 'the South Vietna­ 
mese task force in Laos said 
the issue was still in doubt. 
“No one is .in. control of 'the 
top of the hill,” said Lt. Gen. 
Hoang Xuan Lam, Saigon’s 
field commander at his forward 
command post. “North Vietna­ 
mese and South Vietnamese 
forces are now fighting for 
control, of the MU." 
Elements of a 3,000-man 
North Vietnamese force, led by 
soldiers riding Soviet-built PHI 
tanks, overran South Vietna­ 
mese defenders on Hill 31 last 
Thursday. Lam ordered an 
armored counterattack and, by 
5 p.m. Saturday, he said South 
Vietnamese tanks had pushed 
to within 100-200 yards of the 
top of the hill. 
Lam said South Vietnamese 
paratroopers and armored ca­ 
valry had destroyed 15 of an 
estimated force of 25 North 
Vietnamese 
tanks in 
the 
counterattack, and that “hun­ 


dreds” of.North Vietnamese 
had been killed. 
“The fighting in Laos is 
becoming intense and that is 
what we expected,'”' a spokes­ 
man at South Vietnamese 
headquarters in Saigon said. 
“We would, like to' see toe 
enemy stand and fight. Now, 
they are doing just what we 
expected them, to do.” 
As toe battle for Hill 31 raged 
into the night, field reports 
Saturday told of other heavy 
fighting in Laos around South 
Vietnam’s Fire Support Base 
Hong Ha II and Fire Support 
Base' Delta,. Those two tases 
and Hill 31 flank Highway 9, the 
axis for the 19-day South 
Vietnamese offensive into' Laos 
to cut the Ho Chi Minh Trail- 
North Vietnam’s main supply 
line. 
Lam said South Vietnamese 
defenders of Hong Ha H killed 
54 North Vietnamese Friday 
and a Saigon communique said 
45 more were slain Saturday 
when a Communist attack was 
hurled back. Five,South Vietna­ 
mese were reported slain in toe 
action Friday. Lam could not 
give South. Vietnamese casualty 
figures for the fighting Satur­ 
day. 
Heavy antiaircraft fire prev­ 
ented U.S. helicopter crews 
from getting supplies into 
either Hong Ha II or Delta.

structure in the Tamalpais 
High School District and leave 
policy and decision-making to 
individual high schools will be 
presented to the Tamalpais 
High School District board 
Monday at 8 p.m. in Redwood 
High School. 
The plan, prepared by Supt. 
Wilber E, Hawkins,, has drawn 
fire from the heads of two dis­ 
trict teachers's association who 
claim the teachers were not 
given, a role in. formulating the 
proposal. 
Philip Pease, president of the 
245-member Tamalpais .District 
Teachers 
Association, 
and 
Frank Gold, head of the Tamal­ 
pais Federation of Teachers, 
which has about 70 members, 
said the superintendent had re­ 
fused to give them a copy of the 
proposal. 
The men have c a l l e d an 
emergency meeting for 4 p.m. * 
Monday in the Redwood little 
Theater to discuss the situation 
with district teachers. 
Hawkins said the essence of 
the plan is to create a “district- 
within-a district,” around each 
school community, reduce ad­ 
ministrative costs by approxi­ 
mately $150,000 and curtail 
district office functions. 
An assistant superintendent 
for educational planning will 


head each school unit, replac­ 
ing the traditional principal, 
and will be selected by the 
school staffs through a process 
involving students, community 
and administration. 
According to the superinten­ 
dent. each school will do its 
own, program planning and es­ 
tablish its own organizational 
structure. Decisions in curricu­ 
lum., instruction, guidance, per­ 
sonnel selection, welfare and 
attendance and research will be 
made at the individual schools, 
he said, and district committee 
and councils will be disbanded. 
The positions of our district 
administrators and their staffs 
will be eliminated, according to 
Hawkins. They include: direc­ 
tor of instruction, director of 
guidance, coordinator of wel­ 
fare and attendance and coordi­ 
nator of special projects.

OAKLAND — An Alameda 
Superior Court judge has taken 
under submission an attempt 
by Marin and six other counties 
to bar persons with moderate 
incomes from welfare.

The slate representative. De­ 
puty Attorney General Eliza­ 
beth Palmer, said she argued 
that the state's hands are bound 
by federal law.

ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
The counties, according to 
Booty, argued a g a i n * I two 
types of deductions which per­ 


mit families who don't need it 
to receive Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children. 


One regulation allows reci­ 
pients once they get jobs, to' 
deduct expenses like taxes, car­ 
fare and’'child care to deter­ 
mine whether they still qualify 
for aid.

He said the proposal will eli­ 
minate, among other things, the 
cumbersome process of district- 
wide councils and committee, 
frustrations of staff and stu­

schools. 
Gold and Pease said they did 
not know if the teachers would 
object to the superintendents’ 
proposal until they had been 
given an opportunity to study 
it. ‘‘We haven’t been privy to 
the plan,” he explained. 
Gold charged that Hawkins 
had kept the staff "busy with 
studying reorientation of man­ 
agement while he did it all him­ 
self?^': 
He said a management reo­ 
rientation committee compris­ 
ing four teachers (one elected 
from each high school in the 
district), four students, three 
principals and three district off­ 
ice staff members, including 
the superintendent, was formed 
last spring to create a plan for 
district reorganization. 
"The teachers have put all 
their ideas and wishes into this 
committee,” the TFT head 
said, "and then this committee 
was virtually ignored and the 
superintendent came up with a 
plan on his own.”

VANCOUVER, B. C. (UK)— 
A teen-age U.S. Army draftee 
is seeking permanent residency 
in Canada to avoid being sent 
back to the United States where 
he faces charges of hijacking 
an airliner and possible milita­ 
ry service. 
Chapin J. Paterson, 19, of 
Shingle Springs, Calif., was 
charged Friday night in Seattle, 
Wash,, with air piracy in the 
hijacking of a Western Airlines 
Boeing 737 jet with 92 persons 
aboard Thursday. 
Paterson, who told the pilot 
of the plane he did not want to 
join the Army, will be held in 
jail here over the weekend until 
a Monday hearing of his case in 
the British Columbia Supreme 
Court. 
The plane landed in Van­ 
couver after the hijacker was 
told it did not have enough fuel 
to fly to Cuba. Paterson 
surrendered calmly Thursday 
night when the jet, carrying 68 
other draftees to basic training, 
landed in Canada. 
Paterson’s lawyers obtained a 
writ of habeous corpus Friday 
night requiring the Canadian 
immigration department to 
appear in the Supreme Court 
Monday to prove grounds for 
detaining Paterson and for any 
future legal action against him. 
"The object is to see that 
Paterson has his day in court,” 
his lawyer, Don Rosenbloom, 
said. Rosenbloom was retained 
through the Vancouver Commit­ 
tee to Aid American War 
Objectors. 
The court at that time will 
determine if Paterson is being 
detained illegally. 
Paterson met with immigra­ 
tion officials Friday and made 
a formal application for per­ 
manent residence in Canada. 
The hearing on his application 
was adjourned until Tuesday 
morning. 
Extradition proceedings were 
not expected to begin until after 
Monday’s hearing, Canada’s 
extradition treaty with the 
United States does not specifi­ 
cally include air piracy as 
grounds for extradition. 
The Western flight was en 
route from San Francisco to 
Seattle when it was hijacked 
Thursday night. Stewardess 
Susan Methoen, 22, of San 
Francisco, said Paterson 
claimed he had a bomb. 
No bomb was found on board 
the plane. 
Paterson and the 68 other 
inductees were to start basic 
training at Ft. Lewis, Wash.

American helicopters destroyed 
in Laos since the offensive 
began Feb. 8 with 15 U.S.

Nine more helicopters have 
been shot down in Vietnam 
while supporting the Laos 
operation with eight men killed 
and 12 wounded.

Shortly before midnight two 
nail bombs 
hurled in 
the 
markets area blew out plate 
glass windows in a shipping 
arcade and shattered parts of 
the roof and stonework. 


In Ligoniel near Belfast, a 
man left a bomb at the door of 
a police station after knocking 
on the door. It exploded before 
the policeman reached the door 
and he escaped injury.

The Petaluma Board of Edu­ 
cation — mulling over the Tues­ 
day defeat of the tax increase 
election — yesterday began 
thinking in terms of belt-tigh­ 
tening measures and possibly 
another try at the polls. 
The board said the current 
economic slump, rather than 
dissatisfaction with the school 
system, may have caused the 
defeat of proposed tax boosts in 
the elementary' and high school 
districts. Other board members 
felt perhaps financial issues 
hadn’t been spelled out clearly. 
Schools Supt. Lesly H. Meyer 
said that a review of finances 
would be made with an eye on 
cutbacks in the teaching staff 
and services. 
Meyer said notices have been 
mailed to 11 first-year elemen­ 
tary teachers and 28 first-year 
secondary teachers telling them 
that their contracts cannot be 
renewed because of budget lim­ 
itations. Meyer said the cut­ 
backs would increase class size 
from an average of 29 students 
to 33. 
He said that seniority would 
be decided by lottery, but hoped 
vacancies which opened up 
would permit reemployment for 
all who desired it. Meyer said 
superintendents in other dis­ 
tricts have been notified that 
Petaluma teachers may be 
available for employment. 
Meyer said reductions also 
are being considered in capital 


outlay, equipment replacement, 
sports, extracurricular activi­ 
ties, administration, food ser­ 
vice, purchases of text and 
library- books, school psycholo­ 
gists and the elementary' music 
program. 
Meyer said that no priorities 
for reductions have yet been 
set, but that recommendations 
would be made at the March 9 
meeting. 
Several members spoke of 
trying for a smaller tax in­ 
crease on the June 8 ballot and 
called for further discussion on 
March 9. The board said, how­ 
ever, that if Petaluma City 
Council calls a $3 million sewer 
bond election for June, it would 
not attempt a tax rate increase 
request.

And that, of course,..is what 
the church still is supposed to 
be —not just an institution with 
worthy objectives, but a fellow­ 
ship, a brotherhood, an ongoing 
community which transcends 
all barriers of time and space. 
The mission of tMs communi­ 
ty is two-fold, and, is plainly 
spelled out in the Bible. It is to 
nurture, sustain and instruct 
those already included in its 
membership. And it is to reach 
out with love and humility to 
render whatever service it can 
to the rest of mankind. 
How well the c h u r c h per­ 
forms its mission at any parti­ 
cular place and time depends 
not on how large and powerful 
and rich it is, but rather on the 
degree to which its members 
are genuinely committed to the 
role of a servant community. 


Many Confused 
There always have been, and 
always will be, some men and 
women conspicuously attached 
to the Christian community and 
active in its internal affairs 
who have never really under­ 
stood what Jesus was talking 
about. But their presence in the 
mix does not invalidate the ori­ 
ginal idea. They merely make 
it more difficult for the church 
to be the church. 
The church has endured for 
2.000 years, and I believe will 
always endure, because it also 
has managed to maintain, in 
every generation, a cadre of 
genuinely committed Christians 
—men and women so much in 
love with God, so sincerely con­ 
cerned for their brother’s wel­ 
fare, that they are prepared to 
be obedient, as Jesus was, unto 
death. 
It is amazing how much can 
be accomplished by even a 
small group of people who have 
fully accepted Jesus’s challenge 
to “take up your cross and fol­ 
low m e . ” Those who wring 
their hands over statistics indi- 
e a t i n g the church is losing 
members and influence should 
bear this in mind.

It may mean Pope Paul VI is 
deep in another book. 


At 73, the Roman Catholic 
pontiff still keeps up a lifetime 
passion for reading—and, even 
as Pope, his choice embraces a 
wide field from the pious to the 
pagan, from the ancient to the 
modem. 
His 
speeches are 
studded 
with literary references, includ­ 
ing citations of such writers as 
Karl Marx, Hebert Marcuse 
and 
Friedrich 
Nietzsche—if 
only to rebut them. 
The Pope is a lover of French 
thought and literature and he 
was himself one of the first 
Italian 
translators 
of 
lay 
theologian Jacques Maritain. 
His translation of Maritaln’s 
“Three Reformers,” a study of 
Martin Luther, Jean Jacques 
Rousseau and Rene Descartes, 
still 
is 
in print, 
with the 
translator identified only as 
G.B.M. —standing for the 
Pope’s own name of Giovanni 
Battista Montini. 
The Pope, of course, keeps up 
with 
the main 
trends 
in 
theology and philosophy and 
also follows Italian and German 
literature. He took up English 
late In life and therefore roads 
only translations of English 
books. 
Aids said the Pope closely 


follows the cultural pages of the 
Italian press and occasionally 
sends hte private secretary, 
Msgr.

Thus the Pope was fully 
acquainted with the work of 
Soviet author Alexander Solzhe­ 
nitsyn even before he won the 
Nobel Prize for literature this 
year.

Center Point, a San Rafael 
"self-help" 
center for drug 
treatment, scene of the death of 
an Oakland man early Thurs­ 
day,, yesterday was successful 
in keeping the hacking of a 
committee of citizens and offi­ 
cials. 


The 
Community 
Planning' 
Group on Alcoholism and Drug 
Adiction Problems had been 
asked by Dr. Juhan Liikane of 
the Community Mental Health 
Center to suspend support be­ 
cause of "serious questions 
about the j u d g m e n t of the 
staff." 


Guy T. Johnson, 25, of Oak­ 
land, died at Center Point, ap­ 
parently of an overdose of 
heroin, after staff members at­ 
tempted for five hours to revive 
him. 


Center Point staffers appar­ 
ently did. not call for medical 
help but finally called police 
and an ambulance. Johnson 
was dead on arrival at Marin 
General Hospital. 
He had been brought to Cen­ 
ter Point by a woman compa­ 


nion who said he had taken an 
overdose of heroin. 
In continuing its endorsement 
of Center Point yesterday, the 
planning group strongly urged 
the center to develop proce­ 
dures for simiiar emergencies. 
Rex Hutchinson, head of Cen­ 
ter Point, on the advice of his 
attorney, yesterday refused to 
answer any committee ques­ 
tions about the circumstances 
surrounding the death 
But the 22-year-old Hutchin­ 
son told a news conference in 
San Francisco the center had 
been trying to get doctors on its 
staff for a long time, but could 
not because of lack of funds.. 
Mark Susnow, a lawyer for 
Center Point, suggested three 
approaches to the problem of 
medical treatment for drug vic­ 
tims: 1) drug addiction should 
be treated as a sickness, not a 
crime, and sick victims should 
not have to identify themselves 
when seeking treatment; 2) es­ 
tablishment of a fund to provide 
for physicians, and 3) a special 
license so a center director can 
request or give medical aid. 
Another center lawyer, Pa­ 


trick Heron, said there would 
be a coroner’s inquest into 
Johnson's death. But Asst. Co­ 
roner Eugene R. Fontaine told 
the Independent-Journal later he 
did not think there would be, 
although a complete investiga­ 
tion of the death is planned. 
San Rafael Police Capt. Tho­ 
mas Stephenson said he felt it 
was "pretty stupid” that a doc­ 
tor had not been called, but 
said he doubted any charges 


would be filed against the cen­ 
ter. 
Roger Smith, criminologist 
who heads Open House, another 
drug addiction treatment center 
similar to Center Point, urged 
continued support of Center 
Point. 
He predicted, that there will 
be an increasing number of 
heroin deaths because of the 
quality of heroin varies greatly 
on today’s market.

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There has been a good deal of 
hullabaloo the last few years about 
the difficulty of a fair jury trial 
because of pre-trial publicity in sen­ 
sational cases. 
Those raising the issue have sys­ 
tematically ignored the record of 
many sensational cases of the past 
in which publicity before the trial 
produced no demonstrable effect on 
the outcome. The one case they 
have cited, virtually without excep­ 
tion, is that of Dr. Sam Sheppard, 
whose conviction for murder of his 
wife was overturned by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
In citing the Sheppard case, they 
also have systematically ignored 
most of what the Supreme Court 
said, concentrating on its castiga­ 
tion of the Cleveland newspapers — 
which deserved it. The judge and 
the prosecutor drew far more blame 
in the Supreme Court ruling than 
the newspapers. But those who pre­ 
tend that pre-trial publicity endan­ 
gers the jury system don’t mention 
that. 
THE HULLABALOO was largely 
responsible for the Reardon Report 
which suggested partial censorship 
of what could be reported regarding 
any criminal case. The American 
Bar Association committee that 
wrote the Reardon Report chose to 
side-step the question of whether 
censorship would itself be more pre­ 
judicial to a fair trial than any 
amount of publicity. 
The affair r e a c h e d the stage 
where we read and heard often of 
the issue of “free press vs. fair 
trial” — as though press freedom 
opposed fair trial rather than, as it 
does in fact, complementing it. 
THE NATURAL RESULT of all 
this flap has been loss of confidence 
in the jury system. Single-minded 
critics — some prominent lawyers 
among them — have suggested that 
a jury of his peers is incompetent to 
try a person accused of crime, that 
it would be better to have him tried 
only by a judge who, by the magic 
of judicial appointment, has been 
converted into a person frée of all 
prejudice and with truly Solomon- 
like wisdom. 
Columnist Clayton Fritchey of 
Newsday recently pointed out some 
things about juries — specific juries 
— which those who denigrate this 
well-proved method of providing a 
fair trial would do well to ponder. 
NO CASE IN RECENT years (not 
that of Sam Sheppard, by long odds) 
has received the publicity before 
trial accorded the Sharon Tate mur­ 
der. The bizarre nature of the crime 
and the bizarre appearance and phi­ 
losophy of the “ Manson family” 
members charged with it made this 
almost inevitable. And the accused 
themselves, plus their attorneys, 
seized on publicity as a means of 
defense, while at the same time 
accusing one another. One of those 
charged even produced a book on 


the killings which somehow got 
from her lawyers to a publisher and 
appeared in print before the trial 
had even started. 
“ Meanwhile,” wrote Fritchey in 
his column, “it is hard not to be 
impressed by the personal sacrif­ 
ices the M a n s o n jurors made in 
giving over six months of their lives 
to hearing this case. It is a tribute 
both to their endurance and sense of 
citizenship. 
“Despite 
endless 
interruptions 
and bizarre diversions, the jury 
gave unshaken attention to 21,304 
pages of testimony (over six million 
words) during 121 court days. Des­ 
pite having been sequestered for 188 
days, it carefully deliberated for 
nine more days over the 27 counts 
against 
the 
defendants 
before 
reaching a verdict.” 
It also — although Fritchey did 
not mention this — returned to hear 
still more testimony, and undoubt­ 
edly to deliberate at length again, to 
determine what penalty the convict­ 
ed killers should receive. 
Fritchey points out also: 
“RECENTLY, THE PUBLICITY 
argument has been chiefly raised in 
famous criminal cases of a political 
nature. Even Kingman Brewster, 
the president of Yale, said, in ad­ 
vance of the Black Panther trial at 
New Haven, that he was ‘skeptical 
of the ability of black revolutiona­ 
ries to achieve a fair trial anywhere 
in the U.S.’ 
“Since the trial, though, there has 
been no repetition of this doubt. 
“ It is questionable whether any 
jury anywhere was subjected to 
more disruption than the one that 
tried the Chicago Seven. Yet, des­ 
pite the courtroom drama of the 
defendants, the jury freed all of 
them on the questionable charge of 
conspiracy growing out of the De­ 
mocratic convention in Chicago in 
1968.” 
One “political” trial that resulted 
in Supreme Court reversal was the 
conviction of Dr. Benjamin Spock 
and others for conspiracy related to 
war resistance. But in this case, 
Fritchey notes, the reversal was 
because of an extremely biased 
charge from the bench — by the 
judge who, if we are to b e 1 i e v e 
those who downgrade the jury sys­ 
tem, is above prejudice and should 
decide the case alone. 
WE HAVE ANOTHER so-called 
“political” trial coming up soon — 
that of Angela Davis, accused of 
murder. We have heard already 
claims by those who in their own 
minds have found her innocent with­ 
out trial that a jury is sure to find 
her guilty because a fair jury is 
impossible in such a case. 
Those who raise this false claim 
should ponder the case of the Chica­ 
go Seven — along with many others 
proving that the jury system still 
remains the best assurance of fair 
trial. 
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WASHINGTON WINDOW 
Will Lobbies Block 
Cabinet Reshuffle?

'Hie reply may have seemed 
cynical to some, but the canny 
Montanan actually was recog­ 
nizing that while the President 
might be the boss of the 12 
executive branch departments, 
he is not their owner. 
The departments, like con­ 
gressmen, have constituents. 
While all are supposed to serve 
the best interests of the public 
at large, the special interests 
whose daily 
operations 
are 
affected by departmental ac­ 
tions feel they have the biggest 
stake in their organization. And 
the lobbyists Mansfield spoke 
about are the voices of those 
interests in Washington. 
NIXON’S 
PROPOSAL 
to 
merge seven existing depart­ 
ments into four new ones deal­ 
ing with natural resources, 
human resources, community 
development and economic de­ 
velopment seems to make good 
sense. Further, the idea has 
been tested: several states and 
cities already have organized, 
their 
operating 
departments 
into similar categories. 
But there is more than good 
sense and precedent to be taken 
into account in predicting the 
outcome of the reorganization 
proposal. The view taken by the 
special interests—organizations 
like the Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion and Farmers Union which 
now deal with the Agriculture 
Department and similar groups 
in the other agencies — will be merger cloud next and be ready

On the other hand, Nixon 
would have been taking a 
similar risk if he had offered 
the plan piecemeal. Although 
the opponents of one merger 
might have been only the 
interests involved in the affect­ 
ed departments, the rest of the 
Washington lobby industry 
would have been in a state of 
tension over which departments 
were going to come under the 


vital. 
There 
is another power 
center in Washington that will 
be involved in the reorganiza­ 
tion question—the bureaucracy. 
But the civil servants who 
really run the government can’t 
come out in the open to fight 
the President (or Congress), 
and without the freedom to 
argue which the lobbies have, 
the bureaucrats will be some­ 
what hobbled.

The West assumed that in 
such an event the Chinese 
would step up their aid to the 
North Koreans but would not 
send troops —a supposition 
proved tragically incorrect one 
month later. 


The experience taught caution 
to Washington which once more 
is letting the Chinese will not 
enter the conflict, but this time 
based on its own forebearance 
in the conduct of the war as 
well as verbal reassurances.

He said the North Vietnamese 
represent the nationalistic aspirations of the Indo­ 
chinese more than Americans do. 
Nixon this week suspended the requirement 
that workers on federal construction projects 
receive union scale wages —a step to fight infla­ 
tion in the building industry. Labor leaders said 
this would not have much effect on inflation but 
would hurt nonunion employes. 
The President asked that federal safety stan­ 
dards be made mandatory for all consumer prod­ 
ucts. He also created an Office of Consumer 
Affairs in the White House with Mrs. Virginia H. 
Knauer as its head. 
The Federal Communications Commission ap­ 
proved a change in the way the government 
notifies radio stations of a national emergency 
after a teletype operator at the North American 
Defense Command in Colorado Springs, Colo., 
sent a real alert instead of a test. The govern­ 
ment will now notify the wire services, United 
Press International and the Associated Press, 
and will not have direct access to their broadcast 
wires. Some radio stations left the air during the 
false alert, but there was more concern that some 
that should have did not. 
Tupamaros terrorists in Uruguay released Bra­ 
zilian Consul Aloysio Dias Gomide who was kid­ 
naped last July. The guerrillas still held an 
American diplomat, Claude L. Fly, and British 
Ambassador Geoffrey Jackson. 
Algeria seized all French oil interests in its 
country and said it would hold oil negotiations 
with France based on the Arab oil conference in 
Tripoli. 
Jewish organizations held a conference in Brus­ 
sels on Jews in the Soviet Union. They would not 
allow a speech by Rabbi Meir Kahane, leader of 
the controversial Jewish Defense League, and 
Kahane then was deported by Belgian officials, 
The day before Kahane had been convicted in 
New York of disorderly conduct in connection 
with a demonstration at the Soviet mission to the 
United Nations. 
• 
A Jewish physicist, Leonid G. Rigerman, and 
his mother, Mrs. Esther Miehel-Rigerman, were 
allowed to emigrate to the United States from 
Russia. He said more Soviet Jews would leave if 
they were not intimidated when applying for 
visas. 
Lt. William L. Galley Jr., accused of murder in 
the alleged massacre at My Lai, testified at his 
trial in Fort Benning, Ga., he believed the civilian 
victims were ail enemy. He admitted he shot 
some civilians who were forced into a ditch, but 
that he was under orders. 
More than 80 persons were killed as tornadoes 
hit parts of Louisiana, Mississippi and Tennessee. 


MOSCOW (UPI) -The Krem­ 
lin. 
A 
shrine, 
graveyard, 
museum, 
treasury, 
church, 
park, theater and enigma all 
rolled Into one. 
The Kremlin is Russia in all 
its Byzantine complexity, the 
crenellated protector of jewels 
and cathedrals and the men 
whose power is great enough to 
destroy life on earth. 
Because of its reputation 
visitors to Moscow invariably 
expect the Kremlin to be a 
grim, gray fortress inaccessible 
to all but furtive men in 
overcoats. Not so. 
The Kremlin, far from being 
bleak, is a stirring—even a 
beautiful — architectural mon­ 


ument. From a distance it 
seems a fairyland of onion 
domes and crosses, many of 
them shimmering in new coats 
of gold paint. Rising in contrast 
around them are steep spires, 
each with a red star on top 
replacing the old Czarist eagle, 
and alongside stand massive 
yellow 
and 
white 
official 
buildings. 
A giant hammer and sickle 
flag waves above it all. 
More surprising than 
the 
Kremlin’s appearance, howev­ 
er, is the fact that anybody can 
go inside it. The streets and 
buildings of the “city within a 
city” have seen their share of 
invasion, death, and intrigue, 


and until the death of Josef V. 
Stalin they were off limits to 
the public partly because of his 
fear of assassins. 
But in 1955 large areas were 
thrown open, and today most of 
the 55 acres inside are as open 
as any public park. Peasants in 
felt boots and padded jackets 
join Western ladies in maxi­ 
coats to gape at the cathedrals 
and wander among tombs of 
the Czars. 
The office buildings still are 
out of bounds, and any tourist 
who incautiously wanders tow­ 
ard them will find there are, 
indeed, furtive men in over­ 
coats within the Kremlin. They 
are secret police guards and 


they will point the tourist in the 
right direction. 
Two of the Kremlin’s most 
remarkable sights seem symbo­ 
lic of toe Russian enigma. 'They 
are toe biggest-bore cannon in 
the world, which never has 
been fired, and the biggest bell 
in the world, which never has 
been rung. 
The 
so-called 
“Czar 
of 
Cannons” 
is an 
890 mm 
behemoth originally cast in 1586 
to defend the Kremlin. The 
“Czar of Bells” rests on a 
pedestal nearby with a 10-ton 
chip lying beside it. The chip 
broke out of the 200-ton bell’s 
rim when workers heaved it up 
from its casting pit in toe early 
19th Century. 
In another part of the 
Kremlin visitors may view the 
Czarist crown jewels, a dizzy­ 
ing collection of gold, dia­ 
monds, sapphires, rubies, emer­ 
alds and jewelled icons protect­ 
ed within the heavily guarded 
walls 
of 
the 
old 
Kremlin 
armory. Although some of toe 
jewels were sold by the Soviets 
for 
badly 
needed 
foreign 
currency, 
there 
remains 
a 
collection that is far beyond 
pricing. 


With all its gleaming jewels, 
its cannons, churches and 
history, the most popular sight 
of the Kremlin is as grim as 
the ancient fortress’ reputation. 
Every weekday, summer and 
winter, thousands of persons 
stand in line to view the 
remains of Vladimir I. Lenin in 
a tomb located in Red Square, 
a few feet outside the Kremlin 
proper. 
At least 1,500 of them get in 
each day for a surrealistic 10- 
second walk past the glass- 
covered bier of the founder of 
the Soviet state. Eerie as it is, 
it is a sight no one should miss. 
Lenin lies bathed in 
a 
yellowish light that gives his 
smooth bald head an orange- 
brown cast. He wears 
a 
mustache and a small beard, 
carefully trimmed, and his 
hands lie folded over his black 
suit. 
Visitors show their hands too. 
A score of plainclothes and 
uniformed 
guards 
line 
the 
darkened route to the body, 
ordering hands from pockets 
.and eyeing visitors for any sign 
of a camera, disrepectful 
behavior or hostile intent. 
The guards, the dead man 


and toe darkness combine to 
make the air seem thick and 
hard to breathe. It is a relief to 
be back outside. 
But that is only toe start of 
the Kremlin cemetery. Behind 
Lenin’s mausoleum lies a row 
of graves topped by statues and 
containing toe remains of other 
Soviet notables including Josef 
V. Stalir.. Stalin once rested 
beside Lenin in the Mausoleum 
but his body was demoted to 
the rear rank of graves after 
he was denounced by Nikita S. 
Khrushchev. 
Further back, in niches cut in 
toe Kremlin wail itself , lie the 
ashes of hundreds more per­ 
sons, all 
of them either 
Communist 
heroes 
or 
non- 
Communists who did a particu­ 
lar service for the Soviet Union, 
Among them is John Reed, 
toe U.S. writer who admired 
the Bolshevik revolution and 
wrote a book about it. Two 
fallen cosmonauts, Yuri Gaga­ 
rin and Vladimir Komarov, also 
lie there. 
The graves continue for a 
hundred yards .along, the wall, 
but toe wall stretches on for 
nearly a mile. There is plenty 
of room for more.

STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The 
Swedish security police (SAE- 
PO) want to be loved, not 
feared. 
Catching spies and keeping 
the local revolutionaries on toe 
carpet is a serious business, 
admits Hans Ho Inter, toe 
dynamic new head of 5AEFO. 
“But it is my hope that we 
can lift toe curtain of secrecy a 
little to be able to tell people 
what we are doing. We want to 
win toe respect of the people,” 
Holmer 
told 
UPI 
in 
an 
interview. 
Holmer, who took over as 
Premier Olof Palme’s top 
security official late last year, 
rules over what used to be the 
most secret organization in this 
country. It has long been a 
tradition that SAEPO and its 
agents never talked about its 
cloak-and-dagger business. 
SAEPO has never issued a 
press release since It was 
created back in the 1930s, nor 
even, defended Itself against 
numerous attacks from right 
and left. 
When SAEPO agents made 
their biggest catch, in 1963, 
arresting Air Force Col. Stig 
Wennerstroem—now serving a 
life sentence as a master spy 
for 
the 
Soviet 
Union—the 
government itself handled the 
sparse announcements. SAEPO 
did all the work but did not 
take the credit. 
With Holmer the situation is 
changing rapidly. The very fact 
that he gave an Interview to the 


Stockholm newspaper Svenska 
Dagbladet in January is in 
itself significant. 
His predecessor, Per-Gunnar 
Vinge, never talked to newsmen 
and 
did 
not 
even 
allow 
photographers to take pictures 
of him. 
“It’s mad to believe that we 
can work behind a thick wall of 
silence,” Holmer said. “We 
need every citizen’s help to 
protect the security of this 
country. 
“Particularly 
secret police 
work must be explained to toe 
public. We don’t want to be 
feared but respected,” he 
added. 
Holmer and his agents—there 
are believed to be between 600 
and 
700 
of 
them 
in 
the 
Stockholm 
headquarters 
and 
branch offices in provincial 
cities—have two big jobs: 
— To prevent espionage 
against neutral Sweden and 
prevent 
intelligence 
work 
against a third country being 
carried out in this country. As 
a neutral haven between East 
and West, Stockholm has long 
been a happy hunting ground 
for international 
intelligence 
agents. 
—To safeguard the state and 
prevent crime* against 
the 
internal security—“revolutiona­ 
ry crimes,” as Holmer de­ 
scribed them. 
Intelligence work on behalf of 
the Swedish government 
is 
liandled by other agencies—the 
intelligence section of the 


Defense Command and the top 
secret Defense Radio Agency 
(FRA). 
Since there has been no coup 
d'etat in this country since the 
18th 
Century 
and 
today’s 
revolutionaries are unlikely to 
try again, SAEPO’s main job is 
spy hunting. 
“The 
intelligence 
activity 
against this country is consider­ 
able,” Holmer said. “Sweden is 
neutral, sitting in between the 
two major blocs with a strong 
defense and a highly developed 
industrialized society. Foreign 
powers are obviously interested 
in information.” 
He said SAEPO’s agents deal 
with “well trained and tough 
foreign agents, who try to 
infiltrate our total defense or 
who attempt to hire Swedes as 
agents for them.’* 
No major spies have been 
caught in Sweden in recent 
years but the SAEPO chief says 
a number of potential spy 
affairs have been foiled quietly 
by SAEPO at an early stage. 
“By broad actions we have 
been able to prevent crimes 
and warn people in danger of 
getting involved in espionage 
activities,” he said. 
To improve its preventive 
campaigns, SAEPO has recent­ 
ly transferred its files o* so 
called “ security risks” to 
computer tape. “ This will 
improve our situation and make 
it possible for us to better 
safeguard the secret personal 
files we are keeping.”

weeks ago and, as of now, there 
were more than 1,000 signa­ 
tures. 
It was believed the petitions 
were drawn up by CSEA’s 
Golden Gate Chapter 5 in the 
San Francisco Bay Aren. 
Hie petitions will be present­ 
ed at a rally to be held Tuesday 
at the Sacramento Memorial 
Auditorium. The CSEA Board 


of Directors called the meeting 
to "test sentiment” over Gov. 
Ronald Reagan's 
proposed 
budget which failed to provide 
for civil servant pay increases. 
More than 5,000 of CSEA’s 
113,000 members were 
to attend the rally. 
The Golden Gate Chapter 
cahrtered nine buses to bring 
members. 


The petitions called for a $178 
million appropriation for salary 
increases for state employes, 
University of California and 
state college faculty, staff ana 
noninstructional workers. They 
also asked for a five to 12 per 
cent increase for retired em­ 
ployes. 
The petitions said that with­ 
out pay increases the board of 


directors should approve sanc­ 
tions which “may include the 
withholding of services by all 
or a portion of state employes."

ates," the petitions said.

NEW YORK (UP!) 
the members of the Sunflower 
Food Cooperative divide up the 
work there is one job that ever* 
yone wants — weighing out the 
produce. 
“I think it’s because handling 
the fruit and vegetables is a 
very earthy thing. You begin to 
feel you are close to n a t u r e 
even in Mew York,” Carol Ber­ 
lin said. 
Carol, 25, who studies modern 
dance with Martha G raham , is 
one of the most active of the 101 
m em bers 
of the cooperative 
formed m ore than a year ago to 
buy and sell organic — or na­ 
tural —- food. 
The cooperative offers grains 
and other produce grown with­ 
out 
chem ical 
fertilizers 
or 
sprays, 
stone-ground 
flour, 
meat from animals fed on or­ 
ganic diet, cheese, oils and soy 
products — all without addi­ 
tives. 
ALTHOUGH THERE are nu 
merous 
health-food 
stores 
throughout the city selling sim i­ 
lar foods, a cooperative still is 
a relative phenomenon in New 
Y’ork. 
“ There are a lot of them on 
the W est Coast but people in 
New York are so separate. 
They don’t like to get involved 
in anything or go out of their 
w ay,” Carol said. 
The advantage of the coopera­ 
tive is in dollars and cents. 
M embers pay a $10 entry fee, 
then buy all the food they want 
at cost plus 10 per cent. The 101 
per cent, a new service charge 
to pay rent and utility bills, is 
far less than the m arkup at 
com m ercial health food stores. 
“ We sell tomatoes from a 
farm in California for 70 cents 
a pound,” Carol said. “ I know 
that sounds high com pared to 
superm arkets, but the health-

food stores charge $1.25 to $1.50 
a pound.” 
ORGANIC FOOD is m ore ex­ 
pensive from the start because 
it is not g r o w n in the vast 
quantities of ordinary com m er­ 
cial products. 
The cooperative was started 
by a class at Alternate Univers­ 
ity — a now defunct experim ent 
in unstructured education in 
Greenwich Village — studying 
why food may be harm ful and 
how to get better food. Most of 
the current members saw ads 
posted on buildings or placed in 
underground 
newspapers 
or 
heard about it through word-of- 
mouth. 
They are young, in their 20s 
and 30s, and include students, a 
lawyer, a dentist, cab drivers, 
reporters, editors and house­ 
wives. They all are concerned 
about reports on the dangers of 
chemicals and additives used in 
producing and processing food. 
“ It seem s that every day you 
hear about something new,” 
Carol said. 
'THEY ALSO prefer the taste 
of organic food. 
“ Our oranges look terrible, 
like 
they’re 
rotten, 
because 
they don’t have orange dye in- 
j e c t e'd into their skins. But 
when you bite into them they 
taste wonderful. You can’t des­ 
cribe' it but it’s like an orange 
should ta ste ,” Carol said. 
M embers of the cooperative 
bake bread, make candy, grow 
bean sprouts on their window 
sills and hold classes to teach 
each other how to cook the new 
food they are discovering. In 
March they plan to open a per­ 
m anent store in a converted 
garage. Then for the first tim e 
they will be able to stock up on 
large 
orders, 
cutting 
prices 
further. Eventually they hope 
to buy their own farm.

DEAR EUNICE, 
I took your advice recently 
and didn’t use the conventional 
buttons to close by jacket. In­ 
stead, since my fabric was so 
decorative, I decided to sew 
snaps on the facing and have no 
visible closing. When the jacket 
is not on me, it looks great. 
However, when I have it on, the 
jacket gaps and the facing pulls 
away from the jacket front. Is 
there some remedy for this? 
MRS. D A. 
DEAR MRS. D.A. ; 
Perhaps the jacket is just 
snug enough over the bust area 
that the jacket front would se­ 
parate from the facing. Unfor­ 
tunately, when you use snaps 
for an invisible closing, you 
can’t sew the snap through both 
layers of fabric. 
There is a remedy for this, in 
some cases it won’t show at all, 
in other cases it will look inten­ 
tional. You may place a row of 
machine stitching about 1 inch 
in from the front edge of your 
jacket, the effect will be a fly- 
dosing. This works beautifully 
in tweeds or textured fabrics, If 
you are working with solid fa­ 
brics, it is best to use your 
buttonhole 
twist 
and 
take 
small, back stitches to resem­ 
ble handpi eking. 
This can be very decorative 
and will serve the purpose you 
need, keeping both layers of 
fabric together. If you are large 
in the bust, you must be careful 
where you place these closings. 
They must be placed more fre­ 
quently and also at the largest 
part of your bust to avoid gap­ 
ping between the buttons or 
closings. 


MRS. W. T. Fletcher, Boon- 
ville. N.C. is this week’s Tailor 
Trix pressing board winner for 
her following sewing sugges­ 
tion. 
“ If you are caught without 
the elastic you need when you 
are making a pair of slacks or 
shorts that elim iate the zipper, 
I have found that the elastic 
removed from a worn pair of 
panty hose works beautifully. 
The elasticity is perfect and it 
is exactly the right size and 
works wonders when you hav­ 
en ’t a stock of new elastic at 
your finger tips!” 


lightly for hems, two or more 
swipes through the was for sew­ 
ing on snaps or other hand fas­ 
tenings, and a really heavy 
coating for sewing on buttons. 
It keeps the thread from tan­ 
gling, especially the new dual- 
duty threads and adds strength 
for heavier sewing.” 


DEAR EUNICE, 
I have a slack pattern that 
fits 
me beautifully. 1 never 
even consider choosing other 
patterns for slacks because I 
don’t want to take a chance. I 
saw a beautiful pair of slacks in 
an expensive shop that com­ 
pletely 
eliminated 
the 
side 
seams. This intrigued me but 
I ’m afraid to look for another 
pattern and take a chance on 
the fitting. Is there anyway I 
can cut my favorite pattern and 
elim inate the side seams! 
MRS. M.K. 
DEAR MRS M.K.: 
If the legs of the slacks are 
straight instead of belled, this 
is a rather simple operation. 
Take two pieces of your pattern 
and lay the two SEAM U N ES 
mot seam allowances directly 
over each other. Your pattern 
should lay nice and smooth un­ 
til you come to the area about 7 
inches from the waistline. Al­ 
low your p a t t e r n to spread 
apart at this area so that it is 
absolutely Cat. Now yc can 


easily see the shape you will 
need for the hipline curve. This 
is achieved by adding a side 
dart that begins at the waist 
and tapers gradually to the hip 
area, usually about 7 inches 
below the waistline. 
The first time you try your 
luck with this, perhaps you 
should use a rather inexpensive 
fabric to insure success. The 
unbroken line of the fabric can 
be most attractive if the cut of 
the slacks is right for it. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
I am in doubt about the extra 
fabric that is required for cen­ 
tering and matching florals for 
the c e n t e r back, fronts and 
sides. I have recently moved to 
Hawaii and the prints are so 
beautiful I don’t w ant to ruin 
the effect by c u t t i n g them 
wrong. 
MRS. L.G. 
DEAR MRS. L.G.: 
When you are cutting large 
florals that are im portant en­ 
ough to be centered, it is best to 
choose patterns with very few 
broken lines. Usually, the cen­ 
ter front should be cut on the 
fold. Try to find patterns with 
only one front section rather 
than a three part front. This 
will cut down considerably on 
your fabric. 
Generally, you will need two

NEW YORK 
(UPI)—Those 
old-fashioned knit ties are back 
this spring and so are the 
printed silk crepes of the 1930s. 
A lot of $10 ties are a dollar 
cheaper—nand the $25 ones are 
selling better than ever. The 
market is soft, though, and 
sales may not reach the $1 
billion of 1970. 
In general, the tie just over 4 
inches is the best seller and the 
3H inch tie is almost dead. 
Heavy textured fabrics, both 
printed, and Jacquard woven, 
are still in top demand. More 
and. more manufacturers are 
using white backgrounds and 
there is more paisley than in 
years. 
One of the freshest looks, for 
spring comes from designer 
Bill Miller with designs remi­ 
niscent of toe Middle East and 
the Near East—and with, traces, 
of India, Burma, Turkey and 
Morocco. 
Ralph Lauren designed this 
year what one reporter called 
“a feast for toe eyes,” with his 
$25 ties still outselling every­ 
thing. Most spectacular were 
his paisleys as intricate as a 
mogul mosaic and in as many 
colors. His spring look was 
“unstructured” to go with his 
unstructured suits—such as soft 
cotton crepes for wear with a 
crumpled white cotton suit. 
COUNTESSMARA, who pi­ 
oneered the big splashy prints 
so much in vogue, showed some 
new ones that included a swir­ 
ling harlequin effect in navy, 
light blue and red.

Fernandel, French 
Actor, Dies At 67 


PARIS (UP1)—Fernandel, the 
French 
comedian 
with 
the 
toothy grin, died at the age of 
67 at his home Friday night 
after a long illness, a family 
spokesman said today. 
The actor, whose horse-like 
face and droll Marseille accent 
had the world laughing at his 
films for 40 years, fell ill during 
work on a motion picture in 
Italy in June, 1970, and had 
been ailing ever since. 


The family did not announce 
his malady but close friends 
said he suffered from cancer of 
the lungs. 


Femandel’s most celebrated 
film was “The Little World of 
Don Gamillo” based on Giovan 
ni Guarscchi’s book about a 
feuding village priest and 
Communist mayor In Italy. 'The 
comedian was filming the fifth 
sequel —“Don Gamillo and his 
Opponents” —when illness in­ 
terrupted the shooting.

A Brassy Page From The 
History Book At Seminary

Byron Randall’s work, show­ 
ing through March 18 in Alex­ 
ander Hall at San Francisco 
Theological Seminary, San An­ 
selmo, is like a brassy page 
from art history. The Tómales 
artist’s canvases, while done' 
since 1960, still seem frozen in 
an era that was more important 
30, 40 or 50 years ago. 
It was during the 1940s, inci­ 
dentally, that Randall achieved 
his highest interest and atten­ 
tion from museums and other 
critical voices in the field. Since 
then, the stylized approach he 
uses to treat realistic subjects, 
the blatant colors with heavy 
dark accents and outlines, have 
been so often copied and re­ 
hashed that they now seem a 
caricature of the origina'!..

In painting,, some of his later, 
l a r g e , , bright, still lifes with 
chairs have a pleasant artist’s 
studio feeling, although they 
are oddly adorned with a few 
t h i c k blobs of dried paint 
crusts. But most of the houses, 
farms, still lifes, people and 
outsized tools aeem larger than 
life, formulated and schoolishly 
stiff. 


The area where Rand,all’ fin­ 
ally applies Ms style to things 
and feelings of today is where 
he affects something vaguely 
sinister and senseless out of 
half-real, half-dreamed, colored 
c 1 u 11 e r . In “A Day At The 
Beach,” a mother, child and a 
sea of faces e m e r g e from a 
confusion of color lacerated 
with short, quick lines of black 
and brown. 
In the huge 59-by63-inch oil 
“Thanksgiving,” 
people 
in 
chairs, a dog, cat, hooked rug, 
fallen body, gun, fireplace, 
moose head and a bowl of fruit 
are some o! the fragmented 
things which appear in a whir­ 
ling madness of color. And in 
the even bigger 72-hy-69-ipch, 
“And. Then There Were None,” 
the same sort, of half-recogniza­ 
ble, striated forms — a broken 
motorcycle, nudes, faces, a cru­ 
cifixion and hands which seem 
shocked open as they reach out 
desperately from the tangle — 
allexplode from the miasma.

During World War II she 
served as a troop carrier and 
hospital ship and later she 
ferried war brides back to the 
United States.

Marin Agents Prepare 
For Big Travel Year

Marin County’s travel agents 
are beginning 1971 in a highly 
optimistic frame of mind. 
Indications are that Marmites 
will be crossing the oceans and 
traversing 
the

breadth of their own continent, 
or cruising along its shores, in 
record numbers this year. 
The agents feel a banner year 
in their bones. 
But they have

Already the agents have not­ 
ed several patterns of travel 
interest for 1971.

The ship cruise boom has 
been the single most important 
development in the travel pic­ 
ture In the last couple of years, 
the agents agree. 
THIS YEAR more c r u i s e 
travelers will be bound for the 
Far N o r t h than in the past, 
since there has been a decided 
increase in the number of sail­ 
ings to Alaska.

The 747 Confounds Its Critics 


By M URRAY J. BROWN 
Back at the turn of the centu­ 
ry, the skeptics shook their 
heads and predicted “they will 
never get it off the ground.*’ 
“They” were Wilbur and Or­ 
ville Wright and “it” was a 
crude contraption with a 12- 
horsepower motor, 
But it dM get off the ground. 
Orville made the world’s first 
controlled flight in a heavier- 
than-air machine on Dec. 17, 
1903. The hop lasted only 12 
seconds and covered a distance 
of 120 feet at Kitty Hawk, N.C., 
but opened a vast new dimen­ 
sion in man's conquest of time 
and space. 
The flying machine has made 
tremendous strides since. But 
at almost every step along the 


way, there were the Doubting 
Thomases. 
Not long ago, some were say­ 
ing again, “They will never get 
it off the ground.” This time 
“They” was the Boeing Co. and 
“It” was a giant jetliner de­ 
signed to cany more passen- 
gers-up to 500-faster, farther 
and higher than any of its pre­ 
decessors. 
The skeptics were confround- 
ed again. 
The 747 Jumbo jet did fly and 
the first went into regular com­ 
mercial service in January, 
1.970, By the end of the year, 
Boeing had delivered more than 
90 of them to about 30 U.S. and 
foreign airlines at a price tag of 
25 million dollars each. 
During the first 12 months of 


operations, 
according 
to 
Boeing, the 747s carried about 
six million passengers over bil­ 
lions of miles. 
Worth noting is the remarka­ 
ble safety record established by 
the 747 in its first year of com­ 
mercial service-not one was in­ 
volved in a fatal crash. 
Noteworthy also is the fact 
that U.S. scheduled airlines in 
1970 had their best safety re­ 
cord in almost two decades. 
The only fatal crash was that 
of a Trans Caribbean Airways 
Boeing 727 on Dec. 28 at St. 
Thomas in the U.S. Virgin Is­ 
lands, in which two passengers 
died. The previous low was the 
16 killed in 1954, long before the 
jet age began and 
when lots 
fewer people were flying.

Where Fort Once Stood, 
There's A Park Today 


Nestled in a grove of oak at 
the head of Washington’s Sim- 
coe Valley where the long Top- 
penish Plain meets the foothills 
of the Cascade Range stand the 
remnants of Fort Simcoe, one 
of the few forts from the days 
of Pacific Northwest Indian 
hostilities that is well pres­ 
erved. 
The fort was established in 
1855 and was one of the first 
military installations in the re­ 
gion. It was closed 17 years 
before Custer’s fateful day at 
the Little Big Horn-closed be­ 
cause Indian hostilities 
had 
been quelled in this area. 
On a quiet day, one can al­ 
most hear the clatter of 9th 
Infantry Regiment boots mov­ 
ing in formation across the 420- 
foot square parade grounds; 
the swish of a saber unsheathed 
and the adjutant’s call to pre- 
cant arms 
THOSE 
SOUNDS 
haven’t 
been heard here for 110 years.1 
Now the laughter of children 
and the b u s 11 e of the crowd 
which gathers for a picnit, a 
brush with history, or a day 
outdoors, fills the 200-acre state 
park that takes its name from 
the fort. 
Fort Simcoe State Park has 
been here 17 y e a r s on land 
leased from the once hostile 
Yakima Indians. The park and 
the fort are inside the Yakima 
Reservation.

Five of the 30 buildings that 
once formed the fort itself sur­ 
round the parade ground. They 
have been maintained through­ 
out the years, partly because 
the Yakimas used the fort as an 
agency and later as a school. 
THERE’S THE stately house 
of the commanding officer, 
three trim 
dwellings 
which 
served as captains’ quarters 
and a square-log blockhouse on 
a slight elevation at the south­ 
west approach. 
Gone are the other buildings, 
the barracks, the guardhouse, 
the hospital, a mule-powered 
sawmill. 
Louis Scholl, a German im­ 
migrant, prepared the working 
plans for the fort. All doors, 
window sashes, mantels and 
bookcases were transported to 
the site by pack m u l e s and 
a large six-mule wagon train. 
Bricks were kiln baked at the 
fort and used for the walls of 
officers’ quarters. 
COL. GEORGE Wright chose 
the site - a strategic location on 
the intersection of main trails 
from the Columbia to the Cana­ 
dian Cariboo country where a 
gold rush was on. 
Maj. Robert S. Garnett was 
in charge of building Fort Sim­ 
coe and work began Aug. 8, 
1856, Garnett was killed April 
30, 1861, while serving the Con­ 
federate cause as a brigadier 
general. 
Other historiad notables who 
served at Ft. Simcoe were Phi­ 
lip H. Sheridan and George 
Crook, who became generals. 
The fort is 28 miles west of 
Toppenish on state Highway 
220. 
Park facilities 
include 
piped water, stoves, tables and 
benches.

Ireland's Best-Known Landmark 
Still Lures The Travelers 
At the height of summer trav­ 
el season, more than 3,000 visi- 
tors-a-week will visit Blarney 
Castle, Ireland’s most famous 
landmark, located five-and-a- 
half miles from Cork. 


Most of the tourists will climb 
the 108 steps fa the parapeted 
roof to kiss the Blarney Stone. 


IT IS L O C A T E D 120 feet 
above the ground on the south 
side of the tower. There is an 
opening down which viators 
are lowered backwards and 
head downwards to do the kiss­ 
ing. Safety bars provide protec­ 
tion against falls. 
Pretty Irish colleens, who 
work as Blarney Castle atten­ 
dants, explain the origin and 
meaning of the word “blarney” 
and: its relationship to' eloqu­ 
ence, this way: 
I' “It is supposed to have ori­ 


ginated: in the dealings of the 
first Queen Elizabeth with the 
then Lord of Blarney, Corone 
MacDermot 
Carlhy. 
Carthy

* * C a r t h y agreed to the 
Queen's term. 
However, he

Paris Has A Building Boom In New Hotels 


At long last, a construction- 
wave of large capacity hotels 
has begun in Paris, and the 
inauguration of several esta­ 
blishments is scheduled for the 
1972 season. 
Forerunners of the new build­ 
ing boom have been the Paris 
Hilton, opened in 1966 with 492 
rooms, and the Sofitel Bourbon 


opened in 1970 with 115 rooms, 
as well as three modern struc­ 
tures in the Orly Airport area 
Hilton Orly (264 rooms), Air Ho­ 
tel (56 rooms) and Frantel in 
nearby Rungis (200 rooms). 
But the latest wave includes, 
for the first time in the history 
of P a r i s , hotels from 800 to 
1,000-room capacity. 


FIRST ON THE agenda is the 
PLM-Saint-Jacques 
scheduled 
to open its 812 rooms in Fe- 
b r u a r y , 1972. The Saint-

Ever heard of St. Moritz? Yes?

Moritz at all but San Murezzan, which is Romansh. This idiom, 
spoken by a mere 50,000 Swiss, was officially made Switzerland’s 
National Language No. 4 about a quarter of a century ago when 
the country tried to prove that a *‘ multi-national’ ’ state was 
nothing to laugh about by a “uni-national” neighbor in the north. 
San Murezzan alias St. Moritz derives its name from Mauritius, 
who was the commander of a Roman legion in this part of Europe 
and later became a martyr and saint by adopting, and dying for, 
the Christian faith.

In the ensuing 
process of absorbing the native Rhaetians, the Latin element 
proved more powerful and soon became dominant in the common 
culture and language, the Rhaeto-Roman or Romansh. 
It still prevails in almost half of the 150 valleys which make up 
the present-day version of the ancient Roman province of Rhaetia, 
the Grisons.

Driftwood, 
bleached 
and 
twisted, has long been a trea­ 
sure for do-it-yourself decora­ 
tors, and some of the richest 
driftwood troves are to be found 
along the Northern California 
coast. 
Long, lonely beaches from 
Smith River in Del Norte Coun­ 
ty south to Bodega Bay serve 
as catch-alls for flotsam of end­ 
less variety. A few hours’ gath­ 
ering can yield e n o u g h for 
mantel ornaments, garden ac­ 
cents or even a fence. And it’s 
free. 
Barely north of the Marin 
County boundary line collectors 
can start picking at high-water 
mark in Sonoma Coast State 
Park, near Bodega Bay. Drift­ 
wood finds are spiced with cool 
water-washed 
agates 
and 
seashells. 
AROUND JENNER, at the 
mouth of the placid Russian 
River, lie tangled piles of drift, 
especially after a winter or 
spring storm. Also in the cove at 
Fort Ross (the old Russian out­ 
post), and at Stewart’s Point 
and Salt Point, the new state 
park. River mouths like the 
Gualala and the Garcia and the 
doghole coves of Mendocino 
County yield rich heaps. 
Mackerricher Beach, north of 
Fort Bragg, is a special favor­ 
ite with drift hunters. 
Along this coast the tides ex­ 
cel in bleaching and burnishing 
branches and trees uprooted by 
the local rivers. Roots of mad­ 
rono are exposed as dwarfish 
gnarls; some even clutch rocks 
which can become part of the 
ultimate decoration. There are 
larger pieces which have poten­ 
tial 
for 
naturally-sculptured 
torsos or faces, light twigs with 
which to construct mobiles. 
IN 
HUMBOLDT 
County, 
north of Cape M e n d o c i n o 
(where galleons once met disas­ 
ter), the stronger currents de­ 
posit heavier loads of drift. 
Centerville 
Beach, 
west 
of 
Femdale; Stone Lagom and 
Dry Lagoon and Patrick’s Point 
are renowned for this resource. 
Greatest 
concentration 
of 
driftwood normally festoons the 
Del Norte beaches, from the 
mouth of the Klamath River 
northward.

For men in 
particular, the British Crown Colony is a paradise 
of bargains.

If P a r i s shops are for the 
women, the fabled city of Hong 
Kong is certainly a shopping 
gold mine for men. 
A fellow of average income 
feels like a rich man there. He 
suddenly has the means of buy­ 
ing tailor-made suits, custom 
shoes, bespoke shirts of luxury 
materials, and a whole range of 
gadgetry in the optical and 
electronic lines. 
This treasure trove of high- 
class goods smites the eye im­ 
mediately after a cruise ship 
docks at Hong K o n g 1 s very 
modern Ocean Terminal 
A MAN COULD supply all the 
t h i ti g s he .needs. — and the 
things he wants but doesn’t 
need — without stepping out of 
this double-decked pier. For it 
has 
everything from sauna 
baths to art shops where oil 
paintings by recognized artists 
are sold. 
Here are tailor shops, hard­ 
ware stores, cameras, transis­ 
tor radios, TV’s, hi-fi stereo 
sets, curios, antiques, ivory, 
candy, binoculars, fishing and 
outdoor gear, 
bespoke 
boot 
shops . . . There seem to be a 
thousand different shops. 
Prices are half those in the 
U.S. Japanese cameras, radios 


and TV’s and w a t c h e s are 
cheaper here than in Tokyo. 
T h e r e are no taxes or other 
laid-on charges in this duty-free 
port. 
With tailor-made suits going 
for $55 to $75 and custom-made 
shirts $3 to $8 or so, a chap 
could actually go broke taking 
advantage 
of 
the 
bargains. 
Suits of the same material are 
in the $150 to $200 range at 
home. 
TO COMPOUND the effect, 
the honest merchants of Hong 
Kong will accept p e r s o n a l 
checks with alacrity, without 
even taking down the number 
of one’s passport. They say 
t h e y ’ ve hardly ever had a 
check bounce. 
First of all for tailors: there 
must be a million tailor shops 
in Hong Kong, both on the Vic­ 
toria Island side, and in Kow­ 
loon 
w h e r e 
ships 
dock. 
Everyone who has visited Hong 
Kong has his favorite. Suffice it 
to say nearly all the shops in 
hotel arcades, like the new 
Hong Kong Hotel, the Peninsu­ 
la, the Mandarin and the Hil­ 
ton, are good. 
And most of the shops on the 
main streets are good. A shop 
like Henry the Tailor on Car­ 
narvon Street has furnished this 


writer with very good suits at 
$52 to $60 depending on materi­ 
al 
THE CUSTOMER has his 
pick of some of the choice fa­ 
brics of the world: English 
worsteds, West of England flan­ 
nels, Cheviots, Scottish and Ir­ 
ish t w e e d s , covert cloth, 
Glenurquhart checks, Italian 
silk 
and 
silk-and-wool, 
raw 
silks, tropical weights. Top­ 
coats, carcoats, trench coats — 
they’ll make them all to order. 
He gets those fine details of 
custom tailoring like silk-lined 
knees in the trousers, sleeve 
buttons that unbutton, little ex­ 
tra pockets here and there. 
Our man can dictate just how 
he would like his suit cut, or 
give the tailor a favorite suit to 
copy. If he doesn’t know, the 
tailors have illustrations of cur­ 
rent modes running from con­ 
servative to mod . 
IT IS WELL to allow about 
three days for building the suit 
and having the fittings to insure 
that the fit comes out all right. 
Although cruise ships normal­ 
ly stay only two to three days 
in Hong Kong, at least one line 
makes a second call when the 
finished garb can be picked up. 
Also, many passengers who ar­ 
rive by ship use Hong Kong as 
a base from which to start air 
transportation home, or for 
trips to Bangkok, Singapore 
and other exotic destinations. 
This permits them to spend a 
few extra days in the crown 
colony — and take their tailor- 
mades with them. 
Shirt shops offer some of the 
rare materials of the world 
such as Sea Island c o t t o n , 
Swiss cotton, silk mixtures and 
lustrous 
English 
broadcloth. 
And 
shirtings 
from famous 
houses like D A E Anderson of 
Scotland. 
THE SHIRT MAN will copy a 
shirt or show samples. The cus­ 
tomer can have the shirt cut

full or body-hugging, and pick 
his collar style. He's the boss. 
He can order up a couple of 
ruffled evening shirts in color. 
There are all kinds of possibili­ 
ties. 
One word of caution: their 
oxford cloth seems to shrink a 
bit, but the other materials 
don’t. 
On shoes, the angle is the 
same — hotel arcade shops, or 
shops on the main streets. 
Prices run from $10 to $18 de­ 
pending on the store and what 
kind of leather is ordered. They 
have samples and catalogs of 
all kinds of shoes or can copy 
your own. 
Leathers include 
French and West German plum 
calf, cordovan, Scottish pebble- 
grain. 


An interesting shop to see is 
the China Arts and Crafts and 
Crafts, on the main street out­ 
side Ocean Pier. This is run by 
the Red Chinese and has gold 
and silver items at astounding- 
ly low prices. It used to be 
against the rules to bring back 
anything made in that country, 
but it is all right now. 
FOR CAMERAS, radios and 
the like and for watches, the 
larger shops are recommended. 
Prices are fixed except perhaps 
for discounts if something sub­ 
stantial is ordered, and the 
houses stand behind their mer­ 
chandise. 
The v i s i t o r should not be 
tempted by touts who come up 
to him in the streets and offer 
bargains.

If you are in Mexico City, it 
is definitely 'worth the drive to 
also visit Oaxaca. 
You can fly and rent a car in 
Oaxaca, or use taxis. But hav­ 
ing your own car, you can stop 
en route and look around at 
anything that catches your at­ 
tention. If you fly, you will take 
the Mexican Aviation Company 
plane from Mexico City Direct 
to Oaxaca and return the same 
way. 
Driving, you should take the 
new toll road from Mexico City 
to Puebla, then catch Highway 
190 to Izucar de Matamoros, 


Oaxaca. It is a full day’s drive 
but the scenery is beautiful. 
This is the only highway route 
so you can’t get off. 
H you have plenty of time, I 
would suggest you return via 
Tehaimtepec and Juchitan, tak­ 
ing the highway across the Isth­ 
mus and up to Veracruz, then 
in to Mexico City. A bit long but 
a nice trip and different sce­ 
nery all the way. 
Oaxaca is an antique colonial 
city and informal. You should 
take light clothing and a rain 
coat because you might hit 
thunderstorms in the afternoons 
or evenings. My suggestion for 


the hotel would be the Monte 
Alban which is in the center of 
town. Moderate prices and good 
food. 
Everything informal so you 
can wear sports clothes day 
and night. 
See the ruins at Mitla, down 
the Pan-American Highway to­ 
ward Tehuantepec, 
and the 
ones atop Monte Alban just out­ 
side the city. .Be sure to visit 
the market and take your ca­ 
meras with you. They have eve­ 
rything from pottery to fruits 
and vegetables. 
Very good for color film and 
the people are accustomed to 
camera-totin’ tourists now.

The seals have a penchant for 
making do with what's at hand, 
and using pieces of ice broken 
off from nearby icebergs as

Not that seals are allowed on 
board. They much prefer the 
intimate comfort of their ice 
blocks while they listen to peo­ 
ple laugh and live it up inside 
the comfortable cruise ship. 


YOU CAN find tranquility in 
British Columbia among its un­ 
tamed mountains-or within its 
cities with their quiet parks.

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Alaska Has A Birdwatchers' Paradise In Glacier Bay 
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The Convention That Chose 
FDR And Launched An Era 
By DON KEOWN 
Textbooks in American histo­ 
ry and American government 
insist that the national political 
conventions are an integral, 
even essential, part of our de­ 
mocratic system. 
Any serious student knows 
otherwise. The conventions are 
to democracy as a tumor is to a 
healthy person, a clot in the 
arteries of the body politic that 
hinders the free flow of choice 
within the system. 
The conventions are about as 
much a democratic process as 
the big game hunter is a con­ 
servationist. Both kill the cause 
they profess to honor. 
Most generally the conven­ 
tions are an exercise in bore­ 
dom, dry ritual following an 
inept script drafted by a hand­ 
ful of mean-minded politicians. 
The result is a stupid and unin­ 
spiring spectacle. Just occa­ 
sionally a convention flares out 
of control and becomes so sav­ 
age an exhibition of man’s 
naked ambitions and avarice 
that even the stolid American 
public is left sickened. The Re­ 
publicans and the Democrats, 
respectively, gave us an exam­ 
ple of each in 1968. And both 
“rendered great damage to de­ 
mocracy. 
Perhaps the last political con­ 
vention to really come close to 
fulfilling its purported purpose 
of serving freedom’s cause was 
the Democratic national con­ 
clave of 1932. 
Richard Oulahan, former 
Time and Life writer and edi­ 
tor, recounts it in his “The Man 
Who .. 
It was a convention in which 
the infighting for the nomina- 
, tion was much more open than 
at most. Which is not to say 
that it was not w i t h o u t its 
wheeling and dealing. It was a 
convention in which the rival 
candidates largely avoided per- 
s o n a 1 i t i e s and disastrous 
schisms. Although there was 
great bitterness on the part of 
Alfred E. Smith and his sup­ 
porters. 
But most importantly, it was 
a convention that ultimately 
nominated its best qualified 
candidate, Franklin D. Roosev- 
<sr elt, although generally not for 
the right reasons. And it thus 
p r o d u c e d a nominee who 
proved himself a popular choice 
with the voters, although this 
popularity has still not made

itself fully felt at convention 
time. 
As Oulahan states, Roosevelt 
was no demigod. But like Abra­ 
ham Lincoln 70 years before 
him, he was the right man at 
the right and critical time. He 
was capable of being a strong 
executive after a series of weak 
presidents had brought the na­ 
tion to the very brink of calami­ 
ty 
True, he was capable of sub­ 
terfuge and deviousness. But 
America, it seems, has long 
passed the point where its poli­ 
ticians can ever be completely 
honest with the public. The late 
Estes Kefauver apparently was 
some kind of a m u t a n t , a 
throwback to Honest Abe him­ 
self .In retrospect it seems ludi- 
c r o u s that men could have 
argued before and during the 
1932 convention that candidates 
of the caliber of John Nance 
Garner and Newton Baker were 
superior to the gifted Roosevelt. 
Only his fellow New Yorker 
Smith approached FDR in cap­ 
abilities, and that embittered 
old warrior was long past his 
prime. 
Nevertheless, the Democratic 
delegates of 1932 made their 
choice only after a long and 
desperate struggle. And it is 
interesting to note how many 
among the individuals and the 
regions responsible for FDR’s 
nomination were later to be­ 
come hardcore Roosevelt-ha- 
ters.And that this disillusionment 
came not because Roosevelt 
proved to be an indecisive ad­ 
ministrator, as many of his ear­ 
lier detractors had feared, but 
rather a stronger, more effec­ 
tive, more powerful executive 
than had been anticipated. For 
FDR unquestionably was one of 
those presidents who changed 
in office, becoming more secure 
and more assured after election 
than he had ever been before. 
Oulahan tells his story engag­ 
ingly and holds the reader’s 
attention without difficulty. But 
it is a small book, and in an age 
when books tend to be much too 
long Oulahan may just have 
erred in the other direction. 
Some gaps in his narrative are 
noticeable, and some questions 
go unanswered.

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He concludes his story with 
FDR nominated and imme­ 
diately campaigning thusly: 
“So Roosevelt was off and run­ 
ning hard, while in the White 
House Herbert Hoover waited 
to be informed that he was the 
Republican nominee. Happy 
days were still far away, but 
the bandwagon was rolling, the 
New Deal was coming, and the 
U n i t e d States would never 
again be quite the same.” As, 
indeed, it has not. 
But Oulahan appends a pred­ 
iction that “the institution of 
the national political convention 
will probably pass into history 
too, before long, to be replaced 
by a less cumbersome, less cor­ 
ruptible and less colorful direct- 
national primary election,” 
To which we should all say 
“amen,” The American people 
deserve the experience of mak­ 
ing their own errors, not suffer­ 
ing the consequences of the 
errors others have made for 
them, as they almost inevitably 
do. Too many times they have 
gone to the polls restricted to 
two candidates, neither of 
whom is a popular choice with 
the people and neither of whom 
could possibly be considered 
among the nation’s better quali­ 
fied men for its highest office. 
Oulahan suggests that when 
the national political convention 
does pass from the scene, the 
1932 Democratic gathering will 
be the one longest and best 
remembered. With lacklustre 
competition, it deserves the 
honor. But we suspect the hor­ 
rors of another Chicago gather­ 
ing of 36 years later will be 
remembered longer.. It left 
more scars. 
YOUTHFUL dissent is anoth­ 
er popular topic with the pub­ 
lishers these days. One of the 
most recent books in that field 
is “The Radical Probe: The 
Logic of Student Rebellion”’ 
{Athaneum, I7.95J by Michael W. 
Miles, a history and political 
science teacher at Goddard Col­ 
lege in New England. Miles re­ 
jects the t h e o r y that the: 
campus revolt is a case of an 
elite corps of hardcore radicals 
manipulating a majority of 
moderates and deliberately pro­ 
voking confrontations. The bas­ 
ic m o v e m e n t , he argues, 
consists of a successful mobili­ 
zation of student masses, rooted 
in moral considerations and 
broadly based. 
BOOKS ON the 1971 lists 
we won’t attem pt to review : 
“ Polarización 
Phenomena 
in Nuclear Reactions” edit­

BOUQUETS THAT LAST by 
Emily 
Brown; Heorfhstde, 
179 pages, $10. Reviewed 
by M axine Keown. 
This is an imaginative, chal­ 
lenging guide on how to create 
decorative pieces from flowers, 
greenery, 
minerals, 
shells, 
stones, fruit and other materi­ 
als. 
Emily Brown, conservationist 
and garden consultant residing 
on the Peninsula, has included 
73 color plates by Jack Napton 
to dramatize her ideas and in­ 
structions. 
Emphasis is upon arrange­ 
ments that will keep, whether 
the flowers be fresh or dried. 
But beauty is not neglected. 
Some Emily Brown guide­ 
lines: Pay greater attention to 
“greens," keeping in mind that 
some mixed bouquets can be 
salvaged when flowers fade by 
converting them into all-foliage 
designs; use proven preserva­ 
tion methods that are outlined 
in the book; the use of rocks, 
shells, minerals and wood can 
also open the door to fascinat­ 
ing collecting hobbies; and do 
seek out unusual materials, but 
try to grow' the plants yourself 
and save money. 


THE W AY IT IS by Curl Flood with 
Richard Carter; Trident, 23 6 pages, 
$5.95. Reviewed by Don Keown. 


Expose-type books in which sports 
stars bare the ills and eccentricities of 
their particular games are the latest 
publishing vogue. 
Newest on the list is “The Way It Is" 
by Curt Flood, long-time centerfielder 
of the St.Louis Cardinals, with the help 
of the usual professional writer collabo­ 
rator, in this case Richard Carter, who 
may be responsible in this book for a 
slight tendency toward over-writing. 
Flood for several seasons patrolled 
the 
o u t f i e l d 
for 
beer 
baron 
August Busch’s St. Louis team with a 
cool competence that was augmented 
by the authority of his bat and his 
daring as a base-runner. 
He was no small cog in a smoothly 
functioning Cardinal machine that won 
the World S e r i e s in 1967 and came 
within one game of repeating that feat 
in 1 9 6 8 . Then in 1969 the St. Louis 
powerhouse 
began 
to 
break 
apart 
(largely, Flood says, because of the 
interventions of owner Busch). And at 
the end of that unhappy campaign, 
Flood was informed he had been traded 
to the Philadelphia Phils (a fate to be 
regretted by any ballplayer and parti­ 
cularly to be deplored by a black one). 
Flood decided to refuse to accept the 
fact that he could be traded like so 
much chattel. And despite a $100,000 
salary offer from the Phils, stuck by 
his guns. Instead, with the internation­ 
ally respected Arthur Goldberg as his 
attorney, he filed suit to break the grip 
of baseball’s reserve contract system 
by which a single club has exclusive 
rights to a player’s services and the 
privilege of trading or selling those 
talents. 
Although Flood’s book is partially 
autobiographical, beginning with a boy­ 
hood in Oakland, it is more generally a 
statement of his case against baseball’s 
Establishment, and an explanation of 
why he decided to resort to a court 
action that kept him out of the sport in 
1970. 
Flood is not oblivious to the irony of 
an athlete offered $ 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 a year 
pleading peonage, but he claims a prin­ 
ciple is involved —the right of a man to 
be treated as a human being, not as a 
piece of property. 


And if one is skeptical at the outset , 
Flood’s book is persuasive. The reader 
comes to the conclusion that Flood has, 
indeed, acted on principle. 
Granted that baseball is not the most 
critical of battlegrounds, and that his 
court case will fall considerably short 
of being another Dred Scott decision 
when the ruling is forthcoming, no­ 
netheless principle is principle, and a 
man should be respected for abiding by 
his personal code. 
" I have asked the federal courts to 
affirm that national policy requires 
reasonably equitable relations between 
employers and employees, and that 
baseball is no exception,’* states Flood 
(or Carter, or Flood-and-Carter>. 
And: "After the courts rule that the 
present reserve system is unlawful, the 
employers will be obligated, to do what 
they should have done years ago. They 
will sit down with the p l a y e r s and 
negotiate reasonable conditions of em­ 
ployment." 
Preliminary to the building of his 
case against baseball’s Establishment, 
Flood, drops some interesting and can­ 
did opinions about the game and its 
personalities. 
"Baseball is an uncomplicated game. 
Strategic and tactical alternatives are 
few,” he notes.“Success depends not on 
superb strategy, which does not exist, 
but on the ability of pitchers to pitch 
and of other players to bat, run, catch 
and throw.” True, although baseball, 
aided by most sport writers and sports- 
casters, has tried desperately to weave 
a myth of complexity around what is 
essentially a child’s game. 
The major contribution a manager 
can make to his team ’s fortunes, Flood 
concludes, is to select the best nine 
men to play that day’s game. After 
that, the less he interferes the better. 
Flood is nothing if not candid in his 
opinions. Thus Red Schoendienst was a 
good manager because he left the game 
largely to his players and did not in­ 
trude. Bob Gibson is baseball’s “tough­ 
est battler” and a born leader. San 
Musial was, and is, incredibly naive. 
Flamboyant managers like Leo Dur- 
ocher and Gene Mauch are a detriment 
to their teams. 
There are no sacred cows, and even 
the aging Casey Stengel comes in. for a 
rap. 
Baseball itself is sheer “ show busi­ 


ness,” although the franchise owners 
attempt to cloak it with, the status of a 
national institution complete to aura of 
patriotism. 
Like most of those in professional 
sports or other entertainment. Flood 
seems to have developed an inflated 
idea of the w o r t h of his and other 
players services. 
In the 1940s, he tells us, many of the 
athletes were bringing home paychecks 
no larger than those of semi-skilled 
factory hands. And contributing a great 
deal less in substance to the national 
welfare, he might have added. 
He attempts to justify high wages for 
athletes by pointing to the fat profits of 
the club owners and beefed-up salaries 
of front office executives. A more con­ 
vincing argument might be made on 
behalf of the fans and a slash in the 
outlandish prices of tickets, to bring 
both team profits and player salaries 
within some reasonable bounds. 
Still, it is hard to feel any great 
sympathy for fans who will pay almost 
any price for a ticket to a sports event 
while bemoaning the costs of the ne 
cessities for living, taxes, charitable 
contributions nand what have you. It is 
safe to say that the latest raise in its 
admission prices by the San Francisco 
Giant organization will result in no 
great outcry of b u y e r s * r e s i s t - 
anceJ Flood is certain that his deci­ 
sion to challenge the baseball system is 
not a m atter of race. Yet it is evident 
throughout the book that his blackness, 
and baseball’s unpretty record in re­ 
gard to blacks, enter strongly into his 
thinking. Which does not detract from 
his motives. His impatience with what 
he regards as a humiliating and de­ 
grading mode of operation remains 
genuine. 
Curt Flood will be back in profession­ 
al baseball this year, playing now for 
the Washington Senators even though 
his litigation is still pending. We wish 
him good luck on the playing field and 
justice in the courts. Flood seems a 
decent sort, faring much better in the 
book where he pleads his own case than 
on the sports pages where some col­ 
umnists have treated him roughly. 
It becomes apparent that Flood’s 
quarrel is with the team owners and 
not the game itself . And the past record 
of baseball’s management is not one 
that encourages confidence.

Their p I i g h t is far from 
unique. About 5,000 communi­ 
ties in the United States are 
without a single doctor, Green­ 
berg reports. Yet hospitals in 
and near the big cities dupli­ 
cate little-used equipment at 
huge expense. 


For instance, the President’s 
Commission on Heart Disease. 
Cancer and Stroke reported a 
few years ago that “777 hospi 
tals had acquired all of the 
costly facilities for open-heart 
surgery — hut 30 per cent of 
these hospitals did not use the 
equipment for a single opera 
tion in the year under study.” 


Such duplica tion skyrockets 
hospital costs. They are further 
skyrocketed by the imposition 
of Medicare and Medicaid on a 
system of medical-care deliv­ 
ery which is not designed for 
them. 


Selig finds plenty of villains, 
all abetted by the American 
Medical Association which re­ 
sists any change from1 what'he 


calls the “piece work” system 
of doctor pay and hospital utili­ 
zation. 
The whole system must be 
revamped, Greenberg contends. 
He cites the British method as 
superior to ours, despite its 
flaws. Government’s role in 
h e a n t h care must be much 
greater, he insists, because the 
medical profession will not do 
the job itself. 
Greenberg sees some hope in 
the activist young medical stu­ 
dents, who, he says, recognize 
the gap between the health care 
we know how to provide and 
that which we deliver. 
A figure in the book indicates, 
however, the hope may be mis 
placed The growth of special! 
zation strips t h e s m a 11 e r 
communities of their doctors, 
clustering them around the big 
hospitals and research centers 
Yet, says “The Quality of Mer 
cy” : “The latest study of car 
eer choices of hospital interns 
has s h o wn that only one in 
eight plans to become a general 
practitioner” — the only type of 
doctor who can fill the need in 
those 5,000 doc tor less commuiu 
ties.- < 


On The Stereo Scene 
John Cage's Music, 7935- 7948, 
And All The Sibelius Symphonies 
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By JOHN SUN1ER 
For piano music that is defin­ 
itely oil the mainstream, “John 
Cage: Music for Keyboard 1935- 
1948“ (Columbia, M2S 819) fills 
the bill. 
Here is a wide r a n g e of 
C a g e ’s music, from serial 
works such as “Two Pieces 
1935,” through rhythmic experi­ 
ments and “prepared piano.” 
The last is the term for the 
practice of putting small bits of 
rubber, wood, or metal on or 
between the strings of a grand 
piano to alter the resultant 
tones. 
“PRELUDE 
FOR 
Medita­ 
tion” and “Music for Marcel 
Duchamp” are examples of the 
process and will remind many 
listeners of Balinese gamelan 
music. The mild ostinatos of 
this style certainly fall easily 
on the ear compared to some of 
the sound assaults Cage is put­ 
ting together at the present „ 
time, 
‘ Suite for Toy Piano” is an 
amazing exercise in spinning 
an entire musical world out of 
the limited means of nine tinkly 
notes of a child’s piano. 
Performer Jeanne Kirstein 
has made a thorough study of 
Cage’s keyboard music and is 
to be commended for bringing 
these works to the record-buy­ 
ing public. This alburn should 
make a fine companion to the 
composer’s “Sonatas and Inter­ 
ludes for Prepared Piano” on 
the CRI label. 
LEONARD Bernstein’s latest 
releases are mostly re-releases, 
but of prime interest neverthe­ 
less. The Sibelius Symphony 


No. 1 which is part of the com­ 
plete Sibelius symphonies al­ 
bum by Bernstein, has been 
coupled with a new work to 
records on Columbia M 30232.

of the House,” and “Egmont,” 
The drama of Beethoven’s mu­ 
sic is stressed by Bernstein and 
his “house band,” the New 
York Philharmonic. 
LEADING American compos­ 
er Elliott Carter receives well- 
deserved phonographic atten­ 
tion from Columbia in another 
new Bernstein-New York Phil­ 
harmonic release (M 30112) 
which presents the first record­ 
ing of the “Concerto for Orches­ 
tra,” as well as W i l l i a m 
S e h u m a n ’s “In Praise of 
Shahn.” 
The concerto is a complex 
and thickly-textured work with­ 
out losing its impetus in aca­ 
demic posturing as in another 
composer of Carter’s genera­ 
tion that one could name. Vary­ 
ing groups of instruments are 
featured in the four move­ 
ments, much in the manner of 
Bartok’s famous “Concerto.” 
This is a dynamic and impor­

Some never lack for publicity 
and thus can overshadow some 
A Reminder That 
Arbor Day Is Near 


Arbor Day, first observed almost 100 years ago in Nebraska, is 
now an annual event in nearly every state of the Union. 
It is dedicated to the conservation of existing trees and the 
planting of new ones. In 1971, with concern being felt for the 
environment and efforts being exerted to improve it, Arbor Day 
takes on added significance. 
Trees, and all plants for that matter, are essential for improving 
the environment. They filter dust and dirt particles out of the air, 
provide oxygen for living, and also reduce noise and act as barriers 
to sound. 
IN CALIFORNIA Arbor Day is March 7, anniversary of the birth 
date of the state’s and nation's famous horticulturist, Luther 
Burbank. Individuals, families, schools, organizations and commun­ 
ities will be planting trees in observance of California’s Arbor Day. 
Arbor Day is also a good time to review the many uses of trees in 
the home garden and community. 
The basis of beautiful street tree planting is uniformity, which 
means a particular variety . In some communities a city department 
will be a partner in the planning — and there may be a selection 
from which to choose. Where no city agency exists, the best bet is to 
consult a local nurseryman about variety selection. He’ll have the 
trees best for the area and can list s e v e r a l street trees for 
consideration. 
TREES SERVE many purposes other than adorning streets. Some 
are strictly for ornament — to highlight the garden — and others 
are used for framing — to give a natural blending of the house to 
the terrain. Almost any tree can be used for this purpose ; but place 
it properly so it won’t smother the structure.

For a room that seems a little 
dull, monotonous, try a little 
light. 
You’ll be surprised what the 
glitter and gleam of a crystal 
chandelier, smoked glass pen­ 
dant globes or burnished brass 
wall lanterns can do to add 
visual excitement, giving a 
room a glowing touch of life 
and warmth. 
“Lighting is one of the most 
essential aspects of interior de­ 
sign. Yet, it is one of the least 
imaginatively used factors in 
creating a lively, welcoming 
and distinctive home,” says the 
American Home Lighting Insti­ 
tute (AHLD. 
BALANCE SHOULD be the 
first consideration in your over­ 
all planning of lighting, AHLÍ 
recommends. Since furniture 
usually is grouped around the 
sources of illumination, family 
and guests also gather there. 
All too often this leaves dar­ 
kened room comers unused and 
almost invisible in the night. 
Adding lighting fixtures in or 
near corners will free floor 
space for activity, and enlarge 
the room visually as well. 
Flexibility of lighting is es- 
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sential, since rooms must serve 
many purposes and the lighting 
should adjust accordingly. You 
should provide for low, medium 
and high levels of lighting to 
meet the needs of varying occa­ 
sions, from bright and convivial 
for a crowded cocktail party to 
dim for relaxation or quiet con­ 
versation. 


GREAT FLEXIBILITY can 
be achieved with a two-dimmer 
system, one controlling chande­ 
liers and fixtures, the other re­ 
gulating portable lamps. An 
alternate solution is to use a 
chandelier or- hanging fixture 
' with a dimmer, and vary light­ 
ing 
levels 
with 
separately 
switched fixtures, single or 
grouped. 


Without planned control of 
the lighting level, AHLI says, 
y o u r room will have a too 
bright, irritating glare from ex­ 
cessive illumination. Or it may 
present an unmanaged dimness 
which causes colors, fabrics 
and textures to be grayed into 
mediocrity rather than a con- 
t r o l l e d , soft, even lighting 
which emphasizes subtleties of 
line, coloration and wood tones.

AND SINCE OUR eyes are 
immediately drawn to light, our 
senses respond spontaneously 
to the kind of light source and 
the amount and quality of light 
dispersed. 
Appraise your interior with 
an awareness of the vast varie­ 
ty of fixtures now on the mar­ 
ket, AHLI urges, Consider what 
planned lighting could do for 
your home. Plan lighting dur­ 
ing the initial design period, if 
possible, but it’s never to late to 
improve your lighting in remo­ 
deling or redecorating.

After a recent hospitalization, 
Welk was told by his physician 
that his exhausting life style 
was taking a serious toil on his 
health, and eventually could 
prove fatal. Underlining the 
doctor’s warnings were the sto­ 
mach problems that have beset 
Welk for years and were be­

and painful. 
WELK WANTED to go on as 
he had previously. He wanted 
to direct every recording ses­ 
sion, every rehearsal, and sit in 
on all the pre-planning and all 
the preparation that went into 
the show. 
However, the maestro from 
Dakota realized that if he kept 
up his 20-hour-a-day pace, the

regimen would kill him. Finally 
he worked out a way by which 
he could both have his show 
and live. 
”1 just made up my mind,” 
Welk tells TV Movie Screen, 
“to turn over as much of the 
show as possible to my right- 
hand people and then ease my­ 
self out and pace myself much 
more slowly .” 
In effect, Welk was turning 
over the show to his accordion­ 
ist, Myron Floren, who would
